SUBJECT: RAMONA LANDFILL INSPECTION REPORT 

Mr. Mohr: 

Enclosed is a copy of our June 12, 2012 inspection of the Ramona Landfill. During the 
inspection, contaminated green waste was observed on the entire existing cover for the 
Ramona Landfill The use of contaminated green waste on the final cover is a violation of Title 
27 California Code of Regulations (CCR) section 21090(a)(3)(A)(1 )a, which states that the 
vegetative layer of the final cover shall not contain waste. As a result, the existing landfill 
cover does not qualify as a final cover under the conditions specified in the cited section of 
CCR Title 27. 

Similar conditions were also observed during a compliance inspection conducted on June 11, 
2011 (sent to Mr. Neil Mohr by letter dated July 6, 2011). During that inspection, contaminated 
green waste was observed on a much smaller area ofthe cover, i.e., the northern sideslope 
and a small portion of the eastern sideslope. At .that time, Mr. Tom Gardner indicated that the 
wastes would be picked out ofthe contaminated green waste. All ofthe contamination needs 
to be removed in order to comply with the final cover requirements of CCR Title .27.

Mulch placed on the landfill is contaminated with plastic and other wastes as documented in the attached 
photos. The Discharger has been notified by letter dated July 6, 2011 that the use of contaminated green 
waste on final cover is a violation of Title 27. California Code of Regulations section 21090(3)(3)(A)(1). The 
Discharger has tried to manually remove the contaminants over the past year. The presence of 
contaminated waste in the mulch continues to be a potential stormwater issue. 

The Items listed or circled above are a violation of the Waste Discharge Requirements for this site. 
Please take steps to correct these violations as soon as possible, but no later than
